Year with Two Christmases

In that moment, we could just simply 
celebrate Christmas. We got to meditate what it meant 
for us that in the Incarnation (God becoming human in 
Jesus) God moved toward humanity to save humanity. 

I have to admit, even as a Pastor, Christmas is a 
stressful time with the long list of everything that has 
to get done. Sometimes I wish I could have another 
year with two Christmases. Then, I remind myself that 
Christmas is not only one day. 

December 25th begins our Christmas season, but as 
the carol teaches us there are twelve days of Christmas. 
This year celebrate all the days of Christmas once all 
the presents are unwrapped, all the house guests have 
returned home, and the fridge is filled with leftovers.
